BANDITS FLEE 
IN DIRECTION 


OF NEBRASKA 


Machine Gun Looters Take $25,000 — Two 


Officials Held as Hostages Released Un- 
harmed—Holdup Occurs After Tips of Dil- 
linger and Barrow in Colorado. 


STERLING, Colo., April 11 


— (AP) — Machine gun ban- 
dits who smashed their way 
into the Security State bank 
here in a daring daylight hold- 
up this morning and fled with 
about $25,000 loot and three 
bank officials as hostages 
were sought over a large area 
in eastern Colorado, western' 
Kansas and Nebraska today. 


The robbers, believed to num- 


ber, five, all wearing masks, fled in 
a small coach, which had no license 
plates, driving east. 


Free Hostages Unharmed. 


About two miles from Sterling, 
they released their prisoners un- 
harmed. The hostages were R. A. 
Towne. president of the bank; ii. a. 
Propst. assistant cashier, and Davis 


, Morrell, teller. 
At the request of federal agents 
at Topeka and Salt Lake City, 
Sheriff 
John Johnson at Hugo, 
Colo, about 125 miles south of Ster- 
ling staged a futile chase Monday 
after a large sedan occupied by a 
woman and two men, one of whom 
was believed to have been John 
Dillinger. notorious outlaw. 


Clyde Barrow Sought. 


Sheriff Johnson and other eust- 
ern Colorado officers have also been 
asked to watch for Clyde Barrow. 
hunted slayer-bandit, who was re- 
ported driving to this state. 
Towne and Morrell said they did 
not get a very good look at the 
men who held up the bank today. 
They said the bandits, besides wear- 
ing masks, wore overcoats and kept, 
the collars turned up to conceal 
their faces. 
The bank executives said one 
bandit was tall and the other of 
average height. 


Loot Mostly Casb. 


Towne said the robbers' loot in- 
cluded $20,000 to $25,000 in cur- 
rency, some bonds and warrants, 
and some silver. 
Spectators, of whom there were 
many, said at least three men en- 
tered the bank, and one or two re- 
mained in the small car. 
The vault, with a time lock, had 
just opened. Its 
contents were 
scooped up and the money drawers 
of the tellers were emptied by the 
bandits. 
An iron bar was used to smash 
the window of the side door. 
The car in which the men escaped 


Trom Sterling was found fpur miles 
east of here during the morning.

ing Scott's appeal Holtzclaw testi- 
fied for us. We never could have 
convicted Scott without that testi- 
mony. Scott never did confess. We

CHICAGO, April 11—(AP)—Lead- 


ers of organized democracy in Illi- 
nois whose candidates won nomina- 
tion in yesterday's state-wide pri- 
mary almost as they pleased la- 
jelled "the tremendous democratic 
vote" today as a "tribute and a. cof- 
>ument to the democratic admin- 
stration both national and local." 
The significance of the election 


lay largely in the fact that it was 
the first in which an entire state 
was afforded opportunity to register 
its opinion of its congressmen since 
the democratic landslide of 1932. 
Henry T. Rainey, congressman 


from the Twentieth district and 
speaker of the house of representa- 
tives, scored a 5 to 1 victory over 
James Kirby, a state representative. 
National Politics Not Direct Issue. 


The national administration was 
not a direct issue, the democrats 
having been content for the most 
part to campaign on local issues, 
with little more than perfunctory 
reference to the "new deal." 
The possible nomination of a re- 
publican candidate in the Tenth 
district came closer to having ad- 
ministration significance, perhaps, 
than did the wide victory of Speaker 
Rainey. That was the apparent suc- 
cess of Ralph E. Church who "con- 
tested for the republican congress- 
ional nomination against the in- 
cumbent, James Simpson, jr. Church 
was endorsed by a Roosevelt cabinet 
member—Harold Ickss scrtary of 
the interior, who said Simpson's 
polo playing did not qualify him for 
congress. 
In 523 precincts out of 536, Church 
was leading Simpson 21,074 to 19,202. 
Oscar De Priest, only negro mem- 
ber or congress, was renominated by 
republicans in the First district. 
Michael Igoc, long a figure in 
Chicago and State democracy, was

SENATE ADOPTS 
PLAN BY NORMS 
ON COCONUT OIL 


Would Return Revenue 
From Proposed Tax to 
Philippine Treasury. 
WASHINGTON, April 11— <JP) — 
The senate today tentatively adopt- 
ed a compromise by Senator Norris 
of Nebraska to return to the Philip- 
pine government revenue from the 
proposed 3 cents a pound domestic 
processing tax on imported coconut 
oil.Action came after chairman Har- 
rison of tb.5 senate finance commit- 
tee announced he would not oppose 
Norris' amendment returning the 
tax which he said would strength- 
en the senate's bargaining position 
when the bill went to conference. 
The bill as it passed the house fixed 
taxation at 5 cents per pound, with 
no exemption or qualification. 
Harrison had warned of a presi- 
dential veto if the tax remained in 
the bill and read a letter from Mr. 
Roosevelt saying it violated 
the 
principles of the independence act. 
Provisions of Amendment.

The wife of the president gave 
her views hi response to questions 
at a white house conference with 
newspaperwomen. 


A while before, Dr. Wirt—on a 
visit to the capitol—had been told 
the house investigating committee 
desired no further testimony from 
him and he was free to return to 
his Gary, Ind., home. 
The inquiry will resume next 
Tuesday with the appearance of 
the six' persons named by Wirt as 
having attended a September din- 
ner in Vinginia at which he testi- 
fied he heard talk of revolutionary 
plotting. 
Some of those named by him 
have denied that conversations re- 
lated by him took place. 


Mrs. Roosevelt said today: 
"Never in this country to my 
knowledge has it been considered 
communistic for an opportunity to 
be given to people to earn their 
own living and own their houses."

000Morgan, 5% per cent, 1923 and 
1927, $23,000,000 and $3,000,000 re- 
spectively.

—The hiding place of a fortune in 
buried pirate treasure—25 tons ol 
ancient Peruvian ingots estimated 
to be worth $49.000,000—has been 
reported found by searchers in the 
Tuamoto archipelago, patches of 
coral east of 
the 
South Pacific 
French colony. 
Fearing rival expeditions might 
seize the centuries-old plunder, the 
gold seekers 
swore 
newsmen to 
secrecy regarding names and places 
before divulging their story of prog- 
ress in their plans to unearth the 
gold. 
The treasure seekers, who sailed 


from Papeete last month, have re- 
turned from the Taumotus, claim- 
ing they located the cache on an 
unnamed and uninhabited island of 
the group. 
The leader asserted the gold lay 
under 18 feet of sand and water; 
that borings brought up samples of 
gold and that the party soon would 
return to the island carrying mate- 
rials to erect a cofferdam and 
machinery to pump out the sand 
and water. He said he haa traced 
the history of the looting of the 
gold in Peru, and established the 
verity of the stolen wealth. . 
His researches In Peru, the leader 
asserted, verified tales of the taking 
of the treasure, its amount and even 
the marks stamped upon the ingots.

Senator "Jim" Reed from Mis- 
souri, was on hand smiling to look 
after Dr. Wirt's interests, which 
means that Dr. Wirt will have fair 
play, an opportunity to develop the 
whole plot of "treason? stratagem? 
and spoils?" if any. 
The most exciting and enlighten- 
ing point brought out in his testi- 
mony was to the effect that Dr.

Zayas, Ex-Cuban 


President, Dead 


HAVANA, 
April 
11—(AP)—Dr. 


Alfredo Zayas, former president of 
Cuba and widely known historian, 
died today. He was 73 years old. 


Dr. Zayas was born February 21, 
1861, in Havana, the son of a Span- 
ish merchant. He completed his law 
course In the Havana university at 
the age of 21 and was immediately 
admitted to the bar. 
He became active in colonial pol- 
tics as a member of the autonomist 
party, favoring Cuba's separation 
rom Spain, but his first public of 
fice was given him by the Spanish 
governor of Cuba in 1891 when he 
vas appointed district attorney and 
later municipal judge. 
However, official connection with 


;he Spanish government did not 
hinder his activities as a champion 
of freedom and he was deported to 
North Africa, accused of plotting a 
revolution against the Spanish rule 
in Cuba. 


While he was a prisoner in an 
African prison, Cuba won her inde- 
pendence while he devoted himself 
» the literary work which later" 
brought him international fame.

NEW CHANGES IN 


EXCHANGE BILL 


Senate Committee Com- 


pletely Revises Vital 


Marginal Section. 


WASHINGTON, 
April 11—</P>— 


Six marginal requirements were 
stricken from the stock market con- 
trol bill today by the senate bank- 
Ing committee 
without a record 


vote. 


The committee completely revised 
the vital marginal section of the 
bill, adopting the Glass proposal to 
vest control over the problem wltn 
the lederal reserve board and the 
proposed federal securities exchange 
commission. 
They would regulate 
the markets under the bill as now 
drafted. 


Several modifications already had 


been made in the drastic marginal 
requirements of the original meas- 
ure. 


The Glass proposal was substitut- 
ed for a provision under which 
purchasers of stock would have been 
required by law to put up 60 per 
cent of tne market value In cash or 
in stable securities. 
Senator Glass, democrat, Virginia, 


offered the plan which was 
ap- 


proved by the committee. 
It iias 


the indorsement of Eugene Black, 
governor 
of 
the 
federal reserve 
board. 


Tills provision would give the re- 


serve board complete freedom 
in 


fixing the marginal requirements on 
loans t>v member banks. 
The se- 


curities exchange commission would 
fix marginal requirements for brok- 
ers and non-member banks. 


The committee added to the Glass 
amendment a provision designed to 
provide still greater flexibility 
to 
permit different marginal require- 
ments in various sections of the 
country. 


The committee reierred to a SUD- 
commlttee the sections of the stock 
bill dealing witn corporations, witn 
instruction to report back to tne 
full committee Friday.

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NEBRASKA PAY DIRT. 


I^EBRASKA fondly embraced alfalfa years ago 
J-^l as a crop adapted to its hot, dry summers. Its 
roots dug deeply and if a whim of nature denied it 
sustaining moisture close to the surface, they would 
keep on traveling until they reached subsoil mois- 
ture. It was a veritable mole among members of the 


, plant kingdom, going underground to the depth of 


> 30 feet for a drink. What those pioneer 
alfalfa 


- growers did not foresee was that in spite of the vigor 
' of the alfalfa plant, throughout all of this prairie 
' region, there was no unlimited wply of subsoil 


moisture, and if drawn upon 
without reserve, it 


coujd be depleted as easily as that which lay close 
to the surface. 


There has beeu tremendous abandonment of al- 


falfa in both Nebraska and Kansas in the last ten 
years. In this state, more than a million and a half 


I acres formerly planted to it have been turned to 
| other crops, or abandoned completely. Kansas has 


taken out even a greater acreage. . The situation be- 


' came such that four years ago, J. C. Mohler, secre- 


? tary of the Kansas state agricultural board, issued a 
) warning and urged farmers of both Nebraska and 
' Kansas to plant alfalfa. It would be a desirable 
- step, except for one thing, and that is, the absence 


of water. Alfalfa requires enormous quantities of 


- water for successful planting, in Nebraska, as else- 
' where, water levels have fallen and the moisture so 


essential to the alfalfa industry is not available. 


That touches the heart of Nebraska's major PWA 


projects. They contemplate the storage of flood wa- 
ters and the normal flow of streams during seasons 
when water is not needed, now rushing purposelessly 
to the sea. Planned agriculture is now one of the 
dominant policies at Washington. It goes back to 
water, if it is to be sound and if it is to be formu- 
lated in accordance with the climatic facts of this 
particular region, which is the real heart of the agri- 
cultural area. The diversification of crops, the tak- 
ing of land out of production where surpluses 


j exist, the development of a sane, intelligent farm 


[ program depends upon placing within reach of the 
' farmer conditions where he can aid in attaining the 


- desired goal.

ND yet, Nebraska 
does possess a magnificent 


source of wealth in alfalfa production, a crop 


which aids remarkably in stabilizing the farm con- 


- ditions, an industry which brings millions to the 
! pockets of producers. Prom Albert A. Kjar, presi- 
; dent of the Lexington Chamber of Commerce, comes 
; this information. Prom Lexington alone in the cal- 
' endar year of 1933, 1,120 cars of alfalfa were shipped 


to near and to distant points. Since January, sales 
! and shipments during 1934 were as follows: January. 
: 392 cars; February, 217 cars; March, 289 cars. &.ch 


car loaded from 13 to 14 tons. Shipments by truck 


. into Kansas have been exceedingly heavy, so that 
. throughout the fall and whiter, an 
average of 20 


tons; of alfalfa a day, netting the grower from $4 to 
$5 at ton in the stack, has given that community a 
daily income ranging from $80 to $100. With an 
average yield of from 4% to 6 tons an acre, even 
. at present prices, it has been a profitable crop. A 


return of from $18 to $30 per acre beats wheat, oats, 
and .corn, at present price levels. 


On the day preceding our visit to Lexington, the

Lexington is Cozad. the largest alfalfa shipper in the 
worlb.

NCE again, poor strategy on the part of adminis- 


tration leaders in the lower house of congress 


has resulted in embarrassment. When Dr. Wirt first 
tossed his charges of a communistic plot among 
Roosevelt subordinates to the country, some of the 
democrats in the lower house arose in Indignation 
and insisted upon investigation. That was real re-

Dr. Wirt w^s called to Washington and told his 


story. Most of the country was inclined to believe 
the doctor was sincere, but feverish and suffering 
severely from a case of over excitement. The whole 
Wirt episode bade fair to be laughed into oblivion, 
but that did not satisfy some over-zealous demo- 
crats. They insisted upon dignifying it by an inves- 
tigation which leads no where and means nothing. 
In the main, the learned pedagog appearing at the 
hearing repeated his fears and suspicions; those he 
named entered their categorical denials, and that's 
that. 


Now, the republicans insist upon extending the in- 


vestigation by calling in the "higherups" and deter- 
mining just how red their faces are. It's all good 
play and fun. The country itself is little concerned. 
It is far more interested in reports of rising em- 
ployment, such as was chronicled in this state dur- 
ing March, with the return of more than 6,000 men 
to jobs in private industry, the largest gain recorded 
since the depression hit with a bang. It can get a 
lot more kick out of the reports of rising trade vol- 
ume than it can by listening to Dr. Wirt's halluci- 
nations of a red menace.

mro ONE will begrudge President Roosevelt the va- 
1 il cation which he has been enjoying amidst the 
islands which fringe the 
northern

Caribbean sea. Without doubt he needed it and he 
certainly has earned it. All will hope that he caught 
as many and as large fish as he claims responded to 
his lure and that the sport was as exciting and as 
plentiful as he could have desired.

They are con- 
vinced that he listens to his advisers, questions them 
and then takes such action as may to him seem 
best in the premises. This has been true with most 
great military men, as well as statesmen, who have 
availed themselves of the knowledge of specialists, 
have weighed their opinions, considering the reasons 
therefor and have then taken action according to 
their own judgment. 


And these thoughtful people have come to the 


conclusion that things move along more satisfactorily 
when Mr. Roosevelt is personally directing them. 
One great reason why this is the case is that the 
citizens of the country have such complete confi- 
dence in him. They know that he is responsible, 
that he is sympathetic and that he is resolute. H» 
has said to them that he was willing to assume full 
nsponsibility. and that if any errors were made there 
would be no hesitation about rectifying them.

THE NEW AIRMAIL CONTRACTS. 
aN TOP of all the other difficulties which the 


government has encountered 
in dealing with 


the air mail situation is a new hazard arising from 
the organization of a flock of new companies to bid 
for contracts under the terms announced by the 
postoffice department. 


Many of these concerns are without experience in 


the operation of commercial aircraft 
and possess 


little or no modern equipment to insure safe flying. 
Some of them even have no planes and are scurry- 
ing about seeking to buy up whatever machines they 
can get which can qualify under the specifications 
calling for a maximum speed of 110 miles per hour. 


There are. of course, a number of smaller aviation 


companies that hitherto have not held mail con- 
tracts but which have been successfully operating 
passenger lines and are in a position to give good 
service. As to them the government will be taking 
no undue risk by awarding some of the routes to 
them if their bids are such as to merit such recog- 
nition. 


The large companies that formerly flew the great 


bulk of the air mail are reported to be taking steps 
for reorganization along lines which will meet the 
government's requirements. This means that they 
are intending to compete actively for the business 
even at the reduced rates they must make in orde- 
to get it. 


To guard against deterioration in the service, the 


government will undoubtedly have to scrutinize 
closely all offers received, not only as to price but 
as to ability of the respective bidders to furnish 
safe, efficient, and uninterrupted service. It cannot 
afford to accept proposals from irresponsible con- 
cerns hastily 
formed, inadequately financed, and 


lacking in suitable equipment for giving satisfactory 
service. 


It may be expected Uiat the responsible officials at 


Washington intend to safeguard the interests of the 
poTeminent and of the public which uses the air- 
mail in every respect. They will insist, no doubt, not 
only upon getting the mail handled-at a reasonable 
cort. but also in the most efficient manner.

Do yon not honestly believe that

I don't think a single adjective 
can adequately describe the multi- 
form life of this or any other pe- 
riod. Some observers believe it can 
and use the one you mention as 
descriptive of the twentieth cen- 
tury. One of them says "hell is dis- 
carded, and the after life is so 
completely eclipsed by the new po- 
litical comforts of this one as almost 
to cease to be of interest." According 
to this gentleman, we are a war 
demoralized, effete, parasitical herd 
of idlers, spongers and spendthrifts. 
No longer is there any willingness 
to endure voluntary hardship and 
suffering, the thought of struggling 
and conquering as abhorrent, and 
since no penalty follows failure the 


I notion that sustained energetic ef- 
fort must precede success goes by 
the board. Self-sacrifice is the prac- 
tice of sentimental fools and the 
general sentiment can be expressed 
in the familiar quotation, "Eat, 
drink and be merry, for tomorrow 
we die." This sounds good to bilious 
pessimists on blue mornings after 
the spree But it is what our Brit- 
ish cousins call "tripe" and we call 
"bunk." 
Less than twenty years ago, mil- 
lions of men and women now in 
their forties gave the world an 
amazing exhibition of consecration 
and endurance even unto death 
during the World war. So why rave 
about a generation as having gone 
soft which so courageously endured 
the horrors of trial by battle as they 
did? You either have a short mem- 
nry or are unable to appraise the 
tacts in the case. 
Some years ago while I was ad- 
dressing an audience in a European 
capital a man challenged me from 
the floor and asserted that Ameri- 
cans had no ideals. My answer was 
that they had spent half their DOS- 
sessions and hundreds of thousands 
of lives to sustain ideals passion- 
ately felt by both north and south 
in the Civil war and by the entire 
nation in the World war. He had 
no more to say. 
The moral of all of which is that 
we should be exceedingly careful 
about praising or damning any par- 
ticular era of the human story. It 
is a favorite rhetorical trick which 
does not get by with those who 
know history. In certain aspects 
and under certain conditions an age 
may be at one and the same time 
both proud and humble, flabby and 
hardboiled, brave and cowardly.

Do you think Prussian Nazism 


will finally overwhelm Austria? 


ANSWER, 
No. The recent pastoral letter of 
the Austrian bishops condemns Hit- 
lerite principles in no uncertain 
fashion. It declares that humanity 
is one family bound together by jus- 
tice and brotherhood and that the 
Nazis of Germany utterly miscon- 
ceive and abuse that great principle 
and that its perversion can only 
lead to inter-racial hatred and con- 
flict. 
There was a period when even 
the Christians of Austria seemed 
ready to abandon their insistence 
upon the importance of creed as 
against race, of charity as against 
blood, and of Christ's spiritual sov- 
ereignty as against the bigoted 
furies of a political system. But the 
episcopal 
document referred 
to 
above has shown them a more ex.- 
cellent way. 
Wise men in Austria place greater 
confidence in their bishops than in 
Chancellor Dollfuss. 
Indeed, the 
bishops have assumed the lead in 
a perplexing situation, and what- 
ever the fascism of their country 
may be it will neither be Italian 
nor German. A species of guild so- 
cialism based on the Papal En- 
cyclical "Quadragesimo Anno" is 
the likeliest outcome at present. 
And that means a society organized 
on a basis of vocational groups rep- 
resented by delegates elected from 
the different vocations. 
These delegates will act in an ad- 
visory capacity to the rulers of the 
state. The systematized 
cruelty 
characterizing national socialism in 
Germany will not get a foothold in 
Austria. Her obstreperous Nazis are 
detained m a camp at Wollersdorf, 
where, so to speak, they are getting 
a lick out of their own dish.

Nothing for Something. 


Huntley, Neb., April 9. 


To the editor of the Lincoln Star: 
I learned from the issue of The 
Star of April 5 that the world wheat 
advisory commission has met in 
Rome to decide ways and means of 
raising and stabilizing the price of 
wheat. 


It is lamentable to read of such 
sham battles. Any government can 
fix a price on farm commodities as 
well as on merchandise. The gov- 
ernment fixed prices on wheat three 
different times at the advice of 
Hoover to prevent wheat prices from 
going up to the cost of production, 
which would have been around $5 a 
bushel. 
Did you not read ifl The Nebraska 
Farmer where Sam McKelvie said 
that the farm board had bought 350 
million bushels of wheat and had 
the wheat so well corralled that the 
miller had to buy from the board? 
Then instead of stabilizing prices, 
Legge confessed before the congres- 
sional investigation committee that 
the board thought it advisable. to 
lave the price of wheat down with 
the price of corn, as feed for live- 
stock and in order to do so, it 
dumped several million bushels on 
;he market and broke the price, so 
instead of fixing prices at cost of 
production it played havoc with the 
joor fanners. 
Then, when Stone came in power 
he made a statement in the Ne- 
jraska Fanner saying that what- 
ever the loss may be, it is fair to 
say that almost all of the money 
went difectly into the pockets of the 
wheat farmer. 
- 
But Capper's Weekly explains It 
;hus' 
The 
professional 
gambler 


dumps his millions of bushels of 
paper wheat into the wheat pit to 
Further depress the market skin of 
;he farmer, and to enrich himself. 
[Jo we understand it now? 
And when we raised 8 and 9 hun- 


dred million bushels of wheat there 
was always demand, and the past 
three years we have only raised one 


half as much and there is a sur- 
plus of paper wheat of course. 
But had the farm board not been 
created no doubt wheat prices would 
have been normal. Then the de- 
partment of agriculture could not 
have had the chance to impose the 
destructive process tax which is 
said to take 35 cents on every bushel 
of wheat consumed and thereby the 
farmer is a heavy loser. So we are 
in the same condition now as we 
were under Hoover'e ruinous farm 
board. The process tax on one side 
and the board of trade on the other 
side force prices down and thereby 
skinning the fanner, and also those 
individual suckers 
thinking 
they 
can get something for nothing. By 
May, this year, they will learn that 
they will get nothing for something. 
As we nave read, the board of 
trade has sold futures from 8 to 19 
million bushels daily, and the prices 
are sagging daily to freeze the 
ignoramuses out and the farmers 
are skinned likewise—on account of 
those future buyers. Grain gambl- 
ing are the cause of the depression. 
There will be very little better- 
ment in conditions unless the ad- 
ministration either dissolves the 
federal reserve system or takes it 
over and puts money in circulation. 


1 It is said that there is only $6 per 
capita in circulation among mer- 
chants and $3.50 among farmers, 
and that may not exceed two bil- 
lions, the other four billions are 
hoarded to squeeze the farmers and 
labor. 
Another year wiH leave us farm- 
ers in the same condition as the 
man that went down from Jeru- 
salem to Jerico and fell among rob- 
bers. They beat him, stripped him 
of his garments and left him half 
dead—thanks to the process tax.

So much water has gone over the dam since Nebraska 


^lost a dual track meet at home that no one in these parts 
seems to know just when it was the Cornhusker cindermen 
last took it on the chin in a dual compet staged before the 
home folks. 


Consulting the Record. 


Records on file at the University 


of Nebraska athletic office only 
carry track data back as far as 
1920, the year Henry P. Schulte 
took over the coaching reins at the 
Cornhusker Institution. That year 
the Huskers took the measure of 
Minnesota, 61-51, and rollicked over 
the Haskell Indians, 96-35. 
During the time Schulte has been 
in charge, track enthusiasts of the 
Cornhusker campus have ii/t seen 
Nebraska track teams dip their col- 
ors in any meet other than the 
conference championships. 


The prowess of the Huskers on 
their home cinders was noticed 
even before Schulte came over from 
Missouri to assume his duties at 
Nebraska. The Scarlet had a lean 
year m 1919, but all meets were 
held on foreign tracks and several 
years previous the varsity was one 
of the best in the middlewest. 


Matter of Some Years. 


Apparently it has been a matter 


of 20 years—maybe slightly less 
and possibly slightly more—since 
the Cornhuskers lost a dual meet 
at home. This naturally places a 
great burden on the shoulders of 
the young lads who on Saturday 
will be asked to keep that record 
intact by beating the crack Kansas 
Jayhawkers in the cinder classic at 
Memorial stadium.

Daring Russian Fliers 


Press Rescue Work; 
28 Still Imperilled. 


MOSCOW. April 11—»,^)—Three 


daring soviet aviators wrote a new 
illustrious page in the history of 
Arctic endeavor today by rescuing, 
within 24 hours, 62 members of a 
party of 90 Russians, marooned for 
two months on a drifting ice floe in 
the remote Bering sea. 


Among those brought to shore 


Ufs Total was Prof. Otto Schmidt, leader of

the scientific expedition to Wrangel 
island which came near 
disaster 


when its vessel, the Cheliuskin, was 
crushed by ice and sank February 
13 o nthe return trip. 


Despite his protests. Schmidt was 


ordered into an airplane. He is ill 
with a bronchial ailment. 


While a brief spell of favorable 


weather lasted .the fliers, Kamanin, 
Molokov and Slepney—the latter in 
"an American plane—brought off 29 
more castaways this afternoon, in 
addition to the 33 rescued last night 
and early today. 


Hazardous Flights. 


All were landed safely on the 


mainland at Cape Van Karem, Si- 
beria, after hazardous flights over 
hitherto unexplored territory. 


In the last cargo of the saved 


castaways was Commander Schmidt. 
He is expected to be Jflown later to 
Alaska for treatment. 


An official announcement, follow- 


ing radio dispatches to Moscow, said 
only 28 members of the party re- 
main on the floating ice, which ap- 
parently accounts for 12 women and 
children and five men previously 
taken off. 


The fliers have been trying for 


weeks to reach the party, while 
ships 
were also heading to the 


rescue. 


Kaminin and Molokov flew to the 
icy camp from Cape Van Karem, 
while Slepney was already there 
with a plane which was slightly 
damaged in landing several days 
ago.

The approximate position of the 


castaways was 300 miles northwest 
of Nome, Alaska, where a Russian 
air relief expedition departed for 
Cape Van Karem last week. 


At one time it was feared Kam- 


anin, Molokov and a third flier had 
met disaster, but they turned up 
safely, having been forced down by 
the weather. 


Relief flights were made under 


the most hazardous condition, ice 
forming on the wings proving the 
greatest menace. 


When the Cheliuskin was wrecked 
the stranded party managed to sal- 
vage supplies from the ship, in- 
cluding much food 
and 
clothing. 


They constructed a wireless sending 
set and kept in almost 
constant 


touch with the relief commission 
here. 


Many Still'on Floe. 
MOSCOW, April 11—(>P)—Thirty- 


three members of a party of 83 men 
marooned on an ice floe in trie 
Bering sea were rescued by .daring 
Russian airmen late last night and 
early today. 
Plans were rushed, said reports to 
the government rescue commission 
here, for the rescue of the 50 cast- 
aways still imperilled on the crack- 
ine 'floe. 
Twenty-two persons were taken to 


safety last night by the Russian 
fliers, Kaminin, Molokov and Slep- 
ney, in three separate planes and 
flown to Cape Van Karem, Siberia. 


Early today, the Aviators Kam- 
inin and Molokov picked up 11 more. 
The latter two airmen made a 


round trip flight from 
Cape Van 


Karem. Slepney already was at tne 
icy ramp of »,he castaways with a 
plane he hsd damaged slightly in 
landing several days ago. 


Vessel Sank February 13. 


The marooned men were mem- 


bers of the Wrangel island expedi- 
tion of Prof. Otto Schmidt. 
They 


took refuge on the ice when their 
vessel, the Cheliuskin. was crushed 
in the ice and sank February 13 on 
the return trip. 
Fliers have been trying-for weeks 


to reach the 89 men. 
Previously, 


the 10 women and two children ma- 
rooned with them had been re- 
mold by plane. 
The probability that Commander 


Schmidt was among those taken off 
today was seen in earlier advices 
which said he had contracted an 
illness resembling phenumonia. It 
was added that despite his efforts to 
conceal it. the rescue commission 
nas ordered him to place himself 
among the first of those remaining 
to be saved.

Sure Thing Gamblers 
All Set Muscle In On 
New York Race Tracks

NEW YORK, April 11—(INS)—The "mob," the chisel- 


ers and the musclemen are all set to move in on the books 
as soon as open betting at New York race tracks becomes 
a fact and law. That's one item of confidential information 
I got today. Another is that racing will use the old Percy 
Gray system of tickets with each bet, which is splendid but 
unimportant. And a third—which is neither—is that the 
"fix" is liable to be on in earnest. 


Rackets Can't Mias. 


In the first place, it is estimated 


that any bookmaker operating: on 
the lawn here must start with a 
stake of at least $15,000. That auto- 
matically lets the mob in. They're 
the only people around here with 
anything: except hamburger money, 
barring' maybe the bankers—and 


** the latter are not running racing 
books. Judging by some of the con- 
gressional evidence, they're not even 
running banks, but the point is that 
the rackets now feel they can't miss 
here. 
They plan to move in through 
front-men and then play it two 
ways. The first is to get to a train- 
er or jockey to "take a fall out" of 
the favorite, as the expression goes, 
and then take all bets on him at all 
prices. 
The second Is to bet the 
money back on another horse in 
the race. 
If the worst came to the worst, 
they'd collect on one horse and pay 
on the other. But who ever heard 
of a mobsman leaving anything like 
that to chance? To him, the worst 
is something that always happens 
to the other guy. 


Prefers Say It Now. 


I'm aware that these ideas are not 
compatible with the general ac- 
claim over the impending passage 
of the racing bill and the 
great 


good it is going to do for the poor 
and destitute. In fact, the natural 
tendency would be to say, "why 
bring that up at a time like this?' 


So in order to simplify every- 
thing, I'll tell you why without be- 
ing asked. Td rather bring it up 
before thye start, than do it in the 
middle of August through a public 
scandal that could and probably 
would finish 
racing before 
the 
widows and orphans really began to 
get used to their caviar and tiled 
baths. 


I was going to add that I have no 
suggestions, but, as a matter of fact, 
I have two. 


Would Leave It to Doyle. 


Either put the control of and vig- 
ilance over the books in the hands 
of a special commission or leave it 
solely to John T. Doyle, whose qual- 
ifications 
are 
endless. 
Known 
wherever a bet is cashed for his 
tremendous integrity, judgment and 
courage, he has the split-second 
mind that can run anything. He 
ought to be able to run a few 
monkeys who think they're going to 
use the race track for a private 
rodeo. 
However, a special commission 
might serve the purpose just as well, 
except in one respect. Any time Mr. 
Doyle sees anything wrong, hell be 
able to act with necessary prompt- 
ness. He won't have to stop to take 
a two-thirds votee.

Kites with 
metal parts are dangerous If they fall 
across .netal wires. 
3 Be never uses wire or twine that has 
wire in It for kite string. Wtt string is 
dangerous Because It conducts electricity. 
3. He never runs across streets or high- 
ways while flying his kite. 


4 He never climbs poles or trees to 
knock down kites caught in wires.
